Reverts to a Practice Which Has licit 


Dark Stalo on War History—Cfeam« 
burlalu Says American Policy la 
Philippines Will Be Followed 


London, Aug. 16,—The waning session 


of the house of commons was coin ened 
yesterday by a vigorous tilt between 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt, Liberal, 
and Mr. CUaasberlaia, over Lord Kitch- 
ener's proclamation. Sir William char- 
acterized it as "a mischievous docu- 
ment, the inspiration of neither Lord 
Kitchener nor Lord Miluer, but of the 
ministry of Natal." 


He declared that the government, in 


arming the natives, was ravsrting to a 
practice which had 
left the darkest 


stain OB the history of the v, ar between 
England and America. The new policy 
o( the government 
promised to be 


neither creditable nor effective, and was 
in contravention of all the fundamental 
principles of tlie St. Petersburg conven- 
tion. 
The country would welcome an 


ante-adjournment statement on the 
status of the war, on which they were 
still spending ?25,000,000 a month, al- 
though it was declared ended at the 
close of the last session. - 


Mr. Chamberlain said that the status 


was clearly indicated by Lord Kitch- 
ener's weekly reports. 
He, himself, 


had gone out of the prophesying busi- 
ness, but he assured the speaker that 
the government's attitude was the only 
method of ending the war. 
The colon- 


ial secretary declared that the use of 
native troops was no new policy. 
It 


bad been pursned without adverse criti- 
cism. 
The Indian troops in China had 


been co-operating with tlie troops of 
five of the highest civilized powers. 


Regarding the banishment of burgh- 


ers, Mr, Chamberlain said Great Brit- 
ain had "a perfect right to enact what 
laws she chose for tlie government of 
a country acquired by conquest. 
The 


Boers must be taught that they cftii no 
longer carry on a guerilla war at no 
personal rife, while Great Britain fed 
their women and children." 
He com- 


pared the conditions in South Africa 
and the Philippines, and said the policy 
of America, as declared by General 
MacArthur's proclamation, would cer- 
tainly be the policy of Great Britain if 
the campaign degenerates into a war of 
banditti. 
, Begarding the devastation policy, Mr. 
Chamberlain said it was nothing com- 
pared with General Sherman's cam- 
paign. 
He had talked with General 


Sherman himself, and Sherman justified 
bis action on the ground of humanity. 


Mr. Chamberlain also said there was 


no foundation for the report that Lord 
Kitchener was coming-home. 


Mr. Asquitb. denied that there was 


any question of international law in- 
volved in Lord Kitchener's proclama- 
tion. 


"The people of these territories are 


both de jeure and de facto the king's 
subjects," he continued, "and the proc- 
lamation is a warning on the lines on 
the option given to the inhabitants of 
Alsace-Lorraine at the end of the 
Franco-German war. At the same 
time I hope the government-will not 
relax the military efforts to end the 
war." 


He said he had the utmost Confidence 


In Lord Miluer. while Lord Kitchener 
had shown a combination of energy, 
patience, zeal 
and moderation that 


would entitle him to a high plaee among 
the great soldiers of the country. 


Mr. Kalfour, replying, declared that 


not a horse or a man would be with- 
drawn from South Africa until the mili- 
tary situation justified it, but the gov- 
ernment had every reason to hope that, 
on the reassembling of parliament next 
year, they would find warlike opera- 
tions in South Africa practically over. 


In the course of the debate Mr. Cham- 


berlain denied that negotiations of any 
sort in the interest of peace were pro- 
ceeding. 


The house sat until 5 o'clock this

Americans have plenty of nerve, and It 
should be a great struggle between 
steam, petroleum and electricity be- 
tween France, England and America. 


"Hands of good automobilists should 


ho as light and delicate as those of 
great joekeye. My motor feels my 
hand on the lever as sensitively as a 
thoroughbred feels a jockey's wrist 
when he twists the reins. One should 
be silky, soft, yet strong as piano wire 
In guiding the creations so.full of life 
and speed. 


"The great motor races of the future 


will be in tbe air, where no cow, no 
lumbering wagons, can bar the way. 
There will be no dust and no stones. 
We will go as a bullet goes, in unim- 
peded flight. ThlBk of the velocity one 
will be able to attain in the sky. Im- 
agine my machine going at full speed 
as a bird flies. A free and unimpeded 
race course, such only as can be found ; 
In the air, is now our dream.

John Fox of Milltown, near New 


Brunswick, N. J., has reached the con- 
clusion that a mau can get along just 
as veil without arms as with them if 
he will but malse up his mind to do 
so. Fox is the mail carrier at Mill- 
town, a position which he has held 
since he lost his arms in a mill acci- 
dent thirty-two years ago, says the 
New York Times.

Fox ia the champion fisherman of

New War of Wearing Long Chain*. 


The Forehead Jewel to Be Worn 
Aealn—Ruialan Enamel to Be Very 
Popular—Novel Idc* in Hfffh Clas* 
Work. 
The ferronlere, or forehead Jewel, 


that was revived ia Paris last winter 
seems to be certain of a more or less 
general adoption the coming season, 
says the New York Tribune. It was 
worn in the first half of the century 
Just ended, when extreme classicism in 
dress was affected, so It Is not strange 
that ia the general revival of old nine- 
teenth century fashions this should 
hare been resurrected. 


It Is a reproduction of the ancient 


Egyptian forehead ornament, which 
was usually a large and brilliant 
Jewel or amulet of engraved gold, held 
In place between and above the eyes by 
a gold chain passing around the head. 
The ferronlers suits a certain vividly 
oriental type of face or the purely clas- 
sical, but is to be viewed with suspicion 
by the ordinary type, even if beautiful. 


A novelty in rings is the photograph 


ring. The face of the friend or relative 
that one desires always to have near 
is photographed on crystal and then 
pointed, and the painting covered with 
gold foil for protection. This is set in 
the ring, and the picture glows through 
the transparent crystal. Sometimes the 
tiniest of ivory miniatures is similarly 
used. 


A new way of wearing the long 


chains formerly used as watch chains 
Is to twist them around the throat as 
many times as their length will permit, 
then fasten the two ends together with 
a large, handsome clasp of baroque 
pearl, turquoise or any stone that 
matches the costume or suits the fan- 
cy. If it ends with a pendant, so much 
the better. One ingenious woman had 
a pair of old fashioned earrings, large 
and valuable, fastened to the pin of 
the set in such a way that the whole 
made a rather stunning pendant, odd 
but effective. 


Russian enamel is to be in high favor 


for jewelry. Rings, bracelets, chains, 
watches and brooches are adorned with 
it and it bids fair to become a veritable 
craze. 


A novel idea in high class jewelry is 


the combination of jet and pearls with 
a liberal use of exquisite gold work, or, 
In some cases, they are set in delicately 
wrought silver. Cut amethysts are be- 
coming extremely popular in the fash- 
ionable world and share its favor with 
turquoise and baroque pearls. 
The 


turquoise matrix has lost its vogue, 
probably because so much imitation 
stuff was put on the market 


The brooch, or breastpin, beloved of 


a former generation, but long in disuse, 
has been gradually finding its way 
back to fashion's dressing table and 
promises to be fully reinstated by win- 
ter. 
The often really artistic cameo 


brooches surrounded by diamonds or 
pearls will be taken from Jewel boxes, 
where they have lain for years, to hold 
the folds of a lace fichu on beauty's cor- 
sage or perform such other functions 
as were formerly their province. When 
not cf excessive. size, these cameo 
brooches may be used to pin the wide 
velvet neck ribbon now so greatly lik- 
ed both for high and decollete bodices. 
The eardrops that generally accompa- 
nied and completed them are detached 
from the rings and are fastened on the 
neckband, one on each side of the 
brooch. 


In the craze for revivals woman has 


displayed remarkable Ingenuity In find- 
ing uses for long discarded jewelry 
when of a really high order.. In one 
such adaptation a gold chain link 
bracelet nearly an inch and a half wide, 
was converted into a dog collar by the 
simple expedient of having a clasp 
made to match the bracelet clasp, 
which was of pearls In a bar of gold, 
and added to the end of the long, pen- 
dent portion. This brought two clasps 
at the front in a highly effective man- 
ner, and lengthened the bracelet suffi- 
ciently to enable it to clasp around the 
owner's slender throat. 


The Egyptian scarab is now Imitated 


in turquoise for finger rings that are 
supposed to be mascots, but these 
must ever lack the true talismanic 
properties of the genuine, which were 
made with mystic rites by occult proc- 
esses. However, they are odd, effect- 
ive and interesting, so are sure to be 
popular. 


Glnneng Crop Hnrt by Drootcht. 
"Tb,e drought played sad havoc with 


the ginseng business in Missouri," re- 
marked Thomas F. Mlilard, who re- 
turned recently from a three weeks' 
visit in Texns county, says the St. Lou- 
Is Globe-Democrat. Mr. Mlllard's un- 
jle has the largest ginseng farm In the 
"Jniled States. Its value is estimated 
lit about $100,000. "It *as been done 
In the last few weeks," continued Mr. 
Millard. ''The plants began to droop, 
and the tops all seemed to have been 
burned by tiie scorching sun and 
winds. It has practically killed 1-5,000 
plants for my uncle. The seeds, which 
are valued at 0 cents apiece, arc killed. 
The crop, so far as producing any seed, 
was almost a failure. There will bo 
some seeds where tho ginseng was well 
watered, but the loss my uncle places 
on his cw/p will run to $15,000 or 20,- 
000. It is the largest ginseng farm In 
the United States, and it means that 
half the crop of the United States was 
killed. Many farmers who planted 
ginseng lost about all they had in the 
way of seeds. The old plants may not 
be dead, but the seeds are a total lost 
throughout Texas county."

A scourge of mosquitoes on shipboard 


remote from any land U the story 
brought into port by two veisels that 
recently arrived at southern quarantine 
stations, says a Washington dispatch 
to the New York Sun. The matter has 
been officially reported to the marine 
hospital service by the surgeons at the 
south Atlantic quarantine station and 
the gulf quarantine station, the report 
being made IB accordance with the re- 
cent theory that mosquitoes sometimes 
spread infectious and contagious dis- 
eases. One of the vessels whose pas- 
sengers were attacked by swarms of 
mosquitoes was the ship America. The 
ship was about ten miles from Chande- 
leur island In the gulf of Mexico when 
the insects appeared. 


The other case was considered more 


remarkable. It was that of the Span- 
ish bark Maria Blonquer. This vessel 
was 22 days out from Rio de Janeiro, 
several hundred miles from any known 
land, when great swarms of mosquitoes 
seemed to rise up out of the sea, so 
sudden was their appearance. Life on 
the ship was made miserable. Some of 
the apartments were fumigated to kill 
the mosquitoes and then the pests were 
gathered up by shovelfuls and thrown 
overboard. -A ,^ 


SNAILS AS RACERS. 


The Lateat Development of Summer 


- Sport In England. 


The new summer sport is snail rac- 


ing, according to London Answers. 
While not quite as exciting as horse 
racing, it has the advantage of being 
enjoyed at the clubs or any place with- 
out moving from one's chair. Clubmen 
began by organizing races between 
snails, handicapping the fleetest by 
putting a weight on his back. 


Then they tried to find out how much 


weight a snail can carry, but as it was 
difficult to fasten weight on the ani- 
mal's back they harnesses a snail to a 
little doll's carriage by means of a wire 
and a strip of paper pasted to the shell. 
The result was surprising. The snail 
moved the carriage loaded with a 
weight of more than eight pounds.

OLD BUCK TAVERN 80IN6 


Another •! the City's landmarks Makes 


Way tor New Stables 


One more of the few remaining land 


marks in this locality has given way 
to the steady march of progress. In a 
few days the last vestige of the old 
"Black tavern" will have disappeared, 
and the place will live only in the 
memory of the "oldest inhabitants." 


Years ago before the days of the 


railroad, the old tavern used to be a 
famous hostelry on the stage coach 
Une between Boston and Troy, As far 
as is known, it was the first hotel to 
Hi built in the town of Adams, then 
called Hoogick, but it did not remain 
long in sole possession of the territory 
As the town grew another hotel, the 
"Berkshire Inn," was built, and for 
years the two hotels struggled along 
in bitter rivalry. 
Finally 
the old 


"Black tavern" succumbed and gradu 
ally disappeared from public notice. 
Since its prosperous days it has been 
utilized in many ways, serving the 
greater part of the time as a stable. 
•^The old house used to stand on the 
east comer of Main and State streets, 
but when it ceased to be used as a 
hotel, was moved to its present site 
back of the mansion house. 


In tearing it down today, the v/ork> 


men were surprised at the solidity of 
the old oak beams and sills hewn put 
by hand nearly a century ago.

KxperlaiattU la Coiunaaitlec Whtca 


Have Been Relieved of Malaria. 
Where the Insect Breed*—"Mo«qnl- 
to Engineering" a New Oucapatloa. 
Effect ot Hailroad Trala*. 
Few developments of the last 18 


months have been more notable tha,. 
the systematic warfare against the 
mosquito, with all that it promises for 
the comfort of the future, writes the 
New York Post's Washington corre- 
spondent. The mosquito is an annoy- 
ance of the first rank, not so much in 
some places as in others, but, taking 
the country as a whole, a source of 
very considerable loss. It renders some 
good sized districts not worth living in 
and adds to the warm weather dlscpm- 
fort of still larger areas, 


i From the experiments of Dr. L. O. 
Howard, tbe entomologist of the de- 
partment of agriculture, of which the 
data were widely diffused through the 
lofficlal bulletins, it became evident that 
the mosquito was by no means a neces- 
sary evil. When its relation to the 
spread of disease, particularly of ma- 
laria, became, established, a decided 
Jmpetus was, given to the movement 
for its extermination, and that move- 
ment Is now well under way. A brief 
and informal review of the first year's 
accomplishments may not be without 
Interest. The scientific stage In the 
Warfare against tbe mosquito has pass- 
ed. We are nr.w jn the more practical 
stage of seeing T» hat can be done to 
carry out the plans recommended by 
the scientists. Unfortunately, perhaps 
r-for the plans have undergone a se- 
fverer test on that account—this has 
been a great mosquito year. The early 
tains were so heavy and widespread as 
jto leave pools of water standing late in 
the summer in places which are ordi- 
narily dry, and the mosquito crop 
eeems to depend upon available re- 
sources In the way of stagnant water. 


The experiments in fighting malaria 


have made the mosquito a subject for 
the boards of health, municipal and 
state, which has given a great Impulse 
to the struggle'against the pest. It is 
estimated that 50 times as much work 
has been done in the present summer 
jtoward ita extermination as ever be- 
fore. It has become almost a fashion 
In one town alter another to make war 
\ipon the mosquito, and, taken as a 
[whole, the resuns have been most grat- 
ifying. The failures have occurred in 
places where it wae not possible to se- 
cure sufficient unity of action to make 
jtbe work effective, 6nd on the principle 
that EO chain is stronger than Its weak- 
jest link no locality Is better off than 
its worst quarters for breeding mosqui- 
toes permit The experiments at Tux- 
iedo Park and at Winchester, Va., have 
,had 
good results and are too well 


(known to call for description here. One 
malarial patient at Tuxedo had through 
the medium of mosquitoes infected a 
{whole community. \ Nearly 40 persons . 
[wore down with the disease at one 
time, when a New York physician saw 
the kind of mosquito which conveys 
malaria perehfng on the walls of his 
patient's room. He began a system of 
close screening, particularly to keep 
[those persons already infected away 
jfrom the Insect carriers of the disease. 
[Then he applied the kerosene treat- 


ent to the stagnant pools that could 
jm 
pot otherwise be controlled, meanwhile 
dosing his patients with quinine, with 
•the result that not a new case of tbe 
"disease appeared. In a little communi- 
ty in Maryland which has been malaria 
ridden from time Immemorial an ex- 
penditure of $40 made by one public 
jspirited citizen and all of it applied to 
draining and diking has made this sea- 
eon pass thus far without a single case 
of the troublesome disease. Winchester 
began last year with what might be 
called voluntary measures on the part 
of the Individual householders. This 
year the preventive measures have 
been mn.de compulsory, with corre- 
spondingly improved effect 


The success of W. J. Matteson's work 


at Lloyd's neck, at the entrance to 
Oyster bay, was also farreaching. In 
his private grounds, which are very 
extensive, be succeeded in eliminating 
the mosquito BO completely that the 
people living In Centre Island, directly 
opposite, deciuea to see what they 
could do. During the winter they had 
'n topographical survey made, showing 
all the possible breeding places, and 
followed this up by such drainage 
measures as seemed feasible. Kero- 
sene was used wherever it was Impos- 
sible to drain except at great expense, 
and In tbe artificlsl pools used for 
watering stock, where the presence of 
oil would have been out of the ques- 
tion, fish were introduced. The latest 
reports indicate that this work has 
been, very successful. 
A few mosqui- 


toes are found, but tbe indications arc 
that they ort domestically bred in the 
chance accumulations of water which 
have been overlooked. This is a par- 
ticularly important item, and in Wash- 
lingtou it accounts fir most of the mos- 
'quitoes that we have. 
Roof 
gut- 


Iters which hnve become accidentally 
stopped, especially In n rainy season 
like this, afford good breeding ground. 
Unused ash barrels in the hack yards, 
tin cans, old bottles—anything that will 
hold rainwater—will answer for the 
'.mosquito's purpose. It also breeds In 
sewers wherever tbe fall Is so slight 
that tha eggs do not wash away. In 
some places the perforated iron cover- 
ings over the sewer ventilators have 
been lined with #aue with good effect. 
In parts of cities where the movement 
of tbe sewer is slow It Is well to watch 
these openings and pour In an occa- 
'eionnl cup of Kerosene. The Centre 
Island experiment, by the way, has 
made it possible this summer for real' 
dents to sit on their front porches, 
which is a distinct improvement over 
past conditions. This In torn baa at- 
tracted the attention of people In tho 
surrounding towns, so that tbe North 
Shore Improvement association, com- 
prising most of tbe well to do inhab- 
itants of that port of Long Island, In- 
cluding Oyster Bay and Cold Spring, 
has ralaed a sum of money and is em- 
ploying experts to undertake a similar 
work over a stretch of country com-

offers opportunities for young men de- 
siring an occupation. It requires Borne 
training and experience to survey a 
country minutely, as well as some 
knowledge of engineering to devise the 
best plans for meeting all the condi- 
tions presented, particularly In draining 
nnd diking. 
"Mosquito engineering" 


will probably be the title of a new pro- 
fession, 
its exponents will have to 


bear in mind the value of noils for agri- 
cultural and other purposes, so as to 
combine in their plans for the reclama- 
tion of swamp lands all the economic 
advantages that may accrue. It might 
not pay'to reclaim great marsh tracts 
for the mosquito alone, expensive aa 
quinine and medical attendance have 
become; but if, at the same time that 
the mosquito and malaria are undergo- 
ing extinction, good land could be 
brought Into use for agriculture—and 
reclaimed swamps have the richest soil 
In the world-r-tne combination might 
pay. New Jersey Is already taking tho 
matter up, and probably the most Im- 
portant legislation to be considered at 
Trenton next winter Trill be that relat- 
ing to the amendment of the drainage 
laws of the state. The trouble with 
New Jersey Is the number and abun- 
dance of its railroads, extending from a 
narrow region along the coast, which 
effords mosquito breeding ground,-Into 
every upland part of tbe state. 
The 


mosquito Itself !s not a great traveler, 
ordinarily plying Its trade within a 
quarter of a mile of the place of Its 
birth. In a strong wind it will cling to 
the first object to which It can attach 
Itself, but In a light, gentle breeze It 
may be wafted on for a long distance. 
According to credible records, it has 
been floated In this way as far as 18 
miles, but this is believed to be about 
the limit On a railroad train, however. 
It can go as far as it is carried, and if 
two or three insects alight at a station 
the tone of the community a few weeka 
later may 6e imagined. It Is the rail- 
roads which have made New Jersey so 
famous as a mosquito state. South 
Carolina, with an equal mileage, -would 
be immeasurably worse off. 


The question may arise whether any 


general extermination of the mosquito 
is possible. It would doubtless be very 
expensive and long In coming, but that 
a tremendous improvement may be 
brought about during the next ten 
years Is entirely probable. Every town 
that moves in the matter helps all the 
other places with which It lias railroad 
connections. Winchester, for example, 
ha_ greatly reduced the number of Its ; 
mosquitoes, but the war will have to be 
kept up so long as trains go there from 
Baltimore, until at least the Monument 
City takes equally effective measures. 
Just now there is considerable prospect 
that Baltimore will move In the matter, 
and then each city will strengthen the 
other. So it will be with every station 
along the line. 


One of the most Interesting of current 


experiments Is that in Charleston, 
where a midwinter exposition is now In 
preparation. The city is going to take 
this occasion to see what it can do to 
drive out the mosquito, and perhaps by 
the time its visitors arrive they will 
find that the old fashioned nettings 
have become obsolete.

PLAN TO HELP INDIANS. 


>Ii» E»telle Reel Map* Out a Course 


of Study For Them. 


Miss Estelle Eeel, national superin- 


tendent of Indian schools, has com- 
piled a uniform course of study in 31 
subjects such as the Indian should 
learn to become self supporting, says S. 
Washington dispatch. Aside from tbe 
literary branches tne course includes 
agriculture, baking, basketry, black- 
smithing, carpentry, cooking, dairyipg, 
engineering, gardening, harness mak- 
ing, housekeeping, laundering, print- 
Ing, painting, sewing, sboemaking, tai- 
loring and upholstering. 


The course has been In preparation 


for the past three years and embodies 
Ideas of the needs of the Indian school 
service that Miss Heel has acquired 
from personal observation In the field, 
together wlt.h tbe views of the various 
superintendents and Indian workers of 
the United States, many of whom have 
spent a score of years In the work. This 
Is the first course of study in book 
form and Is more comprehensive than 
any yet introduced Into the Indian 
schools.

I heard Rufus Choate a great many 


times. I heard nearly all the speeches 
given in "Brown's Life," and I heard 
him a groat many times at tbe bar, both 
before juries and the full court. He is 
the only advocate I ever heard who had 
the imperial power whidi would subdue 
an unwilling and hostile jury. Hi* power 
over them seemed like the fascination of 
a bird by a snake. 


Choate's method was pure persuasion. 


He never appealed to ba<?e motives or 
tried to awake coarse prejudices or 
stormy passions. He indulged in no in- 
vective. His wit and sarcasm and ridi- 
cule amused tbe victim almost as much 
vas it amused the bystander. He had the 
suaviloqueofifl tWiieh Cicero attributes to 
Cornelius. There was never a harsh note 
in his speech. 


He had a vojce witkout any gruff yet 


shrill tones. It was like a sweet yet pow- 
erful flute. He never strained it or 
seemed to exert it to its fullest capacity. 
I do not know any other public speaker 
whose style resembled his m the least. 
Perhaps Jeremy Ta>lor was his model, 
if he had any model. The phraseology 
with which he clothed some commonplace 
or mean thought or fact, whefl he was 
compelled to use commonplace arguments 
or to tell some common >^*T, kept his 
auditors ever alert and o'.jeftant. 
An 


Irishman who had killed his wife threw 
away the nx with which Choate claimed 
the deed was done when he heard some- 
body coming. 
This, in Choate's lan» 


guage, was "the sudden and frantic ejac- 
ulation of the ax." 
Indeed his speech 


was a perpetual surprise. 


Whether you liked him or disliked him, 


you gave him your ears, erect and intent. 
He used manuscript a great deal, even in 
speaking to juries. When a trial was on, 
lasting days or weeks, he kept his pec, 
ink nnd paper at hand in his bedroom and 
would often get up in the middle of the 
night to write down thoughts that came 
to him as he lay in bed. He was always 
careful to keep warm. It was said be 
prepared for a great jury argument by 
taking off eigbt great coats and drinking 
eight cups of green tea.—Senator Hoar in

Board Finally Adoots Its 


New List of Regulations 


For Conduct 


TEXT OF IMPORTANT 
ADDITIONS 


Consumption Now a Contagious Ois.

Physicians, While Houses Will 
be Fumigated. Other Rules 


The board of 
health last evening 


adopted the new rules Uie chief fea- 
tures of which were described in the 
Iranscript some time ago. When thev 
'hia,ve been- 'adivertisad dceoi-din.fr to 
the requirements of the l*w they will 
tecome effective 


Under them several changes of 1m- 


FOrtance ^m go into effpct the chief 
me of which is in regard to the treat- 
ment of consumption. The text of this 
provision <ts well as the text of sev- 
eral of the important other new rulas, 


<s Rive,i below and will be read with 


Spitting on the sidewalk wiU be ille- 


gal as it is now m many other cities. 
mhe rule in i'egard to ths sale of food 
Tiroducts hi an Important 'one, and a 
new rale is added in regard to the 
carrying on of noxious trades. The 
stable ordinance is made more com- 
prehensive and the disposition of offal 
is. more closely guarded. The rules in 
iegard to contagious disease are for 
the most part similar to chose now in 
force but there are some Uianres. 


The work of revision has been care 


;ully done each rule having been gone 
ever .ind the rules of other boards 
Jcf health having been carefully stud- 
ied. It is believed that tne new rules 
r.re as nearly model as -:an be drawn 
up an-1 the board of health will look 
to a closer enforcement ot them than 
is sometimes the case at present. 


The following is the text of the Im- 


portant new rules: 


Rule 1. Whatever is dangerous to 


human life or health; whatever build- 
ing or part or cellar thereof, is over- 
crowded or not provided with adequate 
means of ingress and egress, or is not 
sufficiently supported, ventilated, sew- 
ered, drained, lighted or cleaned; and 
whatever renders soil, air, -water, ice 
or food impure or unwholesome are 
declared to be nuisances and to be il- 
legal; and every person, firm or cor- 
poration having aided in creating or 
contributing to the same, or who may 
support, continue or retairt any 
of 


them shall be deemed guilty of a vio- 
lation of this regulation and liable to 
the penalties provided by the Public 
Statutes of the Commonwealth, for vio 
lation of such regulations as the Board 
of Health judges necessary to make 
for the preservation of 
the 
public 


health and safety, and shall also be 
liable for the expense of the abate- 
ment or remedy required. 


Rule 21. Spitting on therfloo.r plat- 


form, or other part of any street car, 
or public conveyance, is prohibited. 


Rule 22. Spitting upon the floor or 


other part of any room, hallway, en- 
trance or lobby in any church, thea- 
ter, 
public hall, hotel, store or build- 


ing, is hereby prohibited. 


Rule 23. Spitting upon the sidewalk 


of any street, court or passageway, 
or upon the 
pathway of any park, 


square or common, is hereby prohib- 
ited. 


Rule 45. Pulmonary tuberculosis is 


an infectious or 
contagious 
disease 


dangerous to human life. Every per- 
son in wh°se dwelling: there shall re- 
side a person afflicted with this dis- 
ease shall immediately report 
the 


same to the .Board °f Health, Any 
physician who may know of or be 
called to attend a person having this 
disease shall at once report the same 
to the Board of Health, giving the 
name of the p'erson and his or her 
residence. 


Rule 46. Immediately upon removal 


or death of any person afflicted with 
pulmonary tuberculosis, the owner or 
occupant of the house or tenement 
wherein such person has resided shall 
cause the same to be 
immediately 


cleansed and fumigated in such man- 
ner as the Board of Health may re- 
quire. 


Rule 47. No person, company, firm 


or corporation shall erect or main- 
tain any manufactory or place of bus- 
iness, within the city, dangerous to 
life or detrimental to health, or where 
unwholesome, offensive or deleterious 
odors, gas, smoke, deposit or exhala- 
tions are generated, without the permit 
of tbe Board of Health, and all such 
establishments shall be kept clean and 
wholesome as not to be offensive or 
prejudicial to public health; nor shall 
any 
offensive 
or 
deleterious wast* 


substances, gas-tar, sludge, refuse or 
injurlo-jn matter be allowed to accu- 
mulate upon the premises' or be thrown 
or allowed to run into any public wa- 
ters, stream, watercourse, street 
or 


public place. 


And any person, company, firm, or 


corporation conducting such manufac- 
ture or business shall use the best 
approved and all reasonable means to 
prevent the escape of smoke, gases 
and odors, and to protect the health 
and safety of the public and all op- 
eratives employed therein. Any viola>- 
tion of any of the provisions of this 
regulation shall be punished by a fine 
cf not less i.h-an ten dollfrs nor more 
than one hundred dollars for each of- 
fense. 


Rule 48—No person or persons, firm 


or corporation shall without the con.- 
scnt of the board of health, build or 
use any slaughter house within the 
limits of the city, and the keeping and 
slaughtering of all cattle, sheep and 
swine, and the preparation and keep- 
Ing of all meat, fish, birds or other 
animal food .shall be in the manner 
best adapted to secure and continue 
their wholesomencss as food; and ev- 
ery butcher or other person owning, 
leasing or occupying any place, room 
or building- wherein any cattle, sheep 
or swine have been or art killed and 
dressed, and every person being the 
owne*. lessee or occupant of any room 
or stable wherein any 
animals are 


kept, or of any market, public or pri- 
vate, shall cause such 
pluc-o, room, 


bulMIng, stable or market and their 
yards and appurtenances to be thor- 
oughly cleansed nn'l purified and all 
offensive offal, blood, fat, garbage, re- 
fuse and unwholesome and 
offensive 


matter to be removed therefrom at 
luast once In every twenty-four houra 


after the use thereof for any of the 
purpose herein referred to, and shall 
also at all times keep all woodwork, 
save floors and counters In any l,u:!d- 
ing, 
place or premises 
aforesaid 


thoroughly painted or whitwashed; 
and the floors of such building, place 
or premises shall be so constructed as 
to prevent blood or foul liquids or 
washings from settling in the earth 
beneath. Any violation of any Of the 
provisions of this regulation shall be 
punished by a fine of one hundred dol- 
lars.

bridge Monday, especial attention has 
been called to the large numbers who 
visit that place during the summer 
season. There has been a, pronounced 
revival of park talk in connection with 
it, and th6 suggestion has been made 
that a. public subscription be taken up 
for the purpose of paying for safety 
railings which would add to the se- 
curity of the place i"or sight seers. The 
suggestion has also been made that 
some move should be made towards se 
curing the piace as a real 
public 


park, instead of allowing it to remain 
merely a part of the "vast 
public 


park" which surrounds the city, ac- 
cording to Councilman Dennett's reu 
marks at a council meeting some time 
ago. 
The 
following communication 


has been received by the Transcript 
from one who frequently visits the 
place and loves its beauty. 


NOW that all eyes are turned on the 


natural bridge in conscience of the 
un.iluntuna.te and djtressiois accident 
of Monday it seems a proper time to 
call attention to the popularity of the 
p'ace- and its apt location as a city 
park. All strangers earning to North 
Adams are always taken to the nat- 
ural bridge which is one of the few 
of nature's freaks of this kind in the 
world. Every Sunday crowds ranging 
from 50 persons to 500 make the nat- 
ural bridge grounds a place of outing 
and with a little improvement these 
grounds could be laid out into one 
of the most attractive narks in the 
state, easy of access, either by foot or 
the electric cars and in such condition 
that walks, 
drivis and pretty water 


ways could be laid out with compara- 
tively little exoense 


Let us hope thr. t those most Inter-
